noder the laws of the Territory of Arl-
zooas, have this day voluntarily asso-
ciated ourselves togetbor into n body
corporate and bave made, signed, ex-
ecuted and adopted these Articles of
Incorporation, and to that end do
hereby certify:

The name of this corporation and by

The names of the incorporalora are
J. A. Chapman and A H Parker.
The prioeclpal office or place of tran-
sacting the busivwss of this corporation
shall be at Noganles, Santa Croz vounty,
Territery of Arizoun, but branch offices
may be kept avnd wmauintsived at snch
other place or plnces either In the
United States or loreign countries ns
the Board of Directors may from time
to time deem necessary or expedient.

The time of the commencement of
this corporation shall be the day of the
filing of its Articles of Incorperation in
the office of the County Recorder of
Santa Cruz connty, Arvizouna, and a cer-
tifled copy thereul in the office of the
Auditor for the Territory of Arizcna,
and the terminntion thereof shall be
twenty-five years therealter unless the
same be renewed or be dissuvlved before
that time by A majority vote of its
membersa or by opuir‘:r;tion of law.

The general wnature of the business

_ sampling works and other reduction
worE. of any and every description for
milling, smelting, sampling and re-
ducing ores and ore products; to ac-
quire title to mines and mining prop-
erties, mills and nll kinds of reduction

Theshares of stock taken
by purchasers thorcof shull be paid for
at such time and In such maooer as
the Board of Directors shall determins,
either in cash, or by the sale nod traps.
fer of property tothe corporation, or
by services rendered, and said stock
when issued shull be fully paid and
nop-assessable.

The business affairs of this corporation

These Articles of Incorporafion may
be altered or amended at any regular
meeting of the stockholders or st anyg
specinl meeting called for that pnrpose
by the affirmative wvote of a majorily
of the stock; and the Board of Direct—
ors or any three stockheolders may call
s meoting for this or any purpose not
contrary to law, but notice of such
proposed amendment shall be given to
each stockholder either personally or
in writing, at least twenty daye prior to
the meeting st whioch such amendme=t
is to be voted upon.
